The Library is open 24 hours a week in the winter and 
22 hours a week in the summer.

The Library circulated 16,499 items in 1980, 12,244 to 
school children during their weekly library time and 
4,255 to the general public. The Library added 478 new 
books to the collection last year, for a total collection of 
5,257 books. In addition to books, the Library also has 
magazines and puzzles which are available for loan. To 
supplement the permanent collection the Library 
borrowed 2,960 books from the Bookmobile of the N.H. 
State Library and through Inter-Library loans.

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FIRE CHIEFS REPORT 


The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department an- 
swered one hundred and nine calls in 1980, thirteen 
structural fires, fourteen chimney fires, fifteen grass and 
wood fires, fifteen public service calls, eight auto 
accidents, seven false alarms, three fires at the Recycling 
Plant, two electrical fires, three fire alarm activations at 
the Elementary School, one lost person and six building 
inspections. 


Mutual aid calls went out to the following towns: to 
help at the fire scenes or for station coverage- Northwood 
Volunteer Fire Department fourteen; Raymond Volun- 
teer Fire Department ten; Lee Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment six; Epping Volunteer Fire Department two; 
Epsom Volunteer Fire Department and the Durham 
UNH Fire Department one each. 


The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department re 
sponded to the following towns for Mutual Aid: 
Northwood, thirteen; Lee, four; Epping, one. 


The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department had two 
condemned houses donated to them. The structures were 
used for department training, which the Durham UNH 
Fire Department personnel donated their time to instruct 
and train Nottingham firemen. All types of training was 
performed before the buildings were totally destroyed. 
This is the best training you can receive; this is like the 
actual thing. I would like to thank Mr. Cook and Mr. 
Zitrick for their donations to the department. The 
Nottingham firemen would like to thank all the 
Durham-UNH firemen that donated all their time. If any 
resident of town has any structure that he would like to 
have destroyed I wish you would contact the fire 
department, and we would like to look to see if we could 
use the building for training.

This 
is 24 hours a day, seven days a week. This will be 
conducted by the Raymond Dispatch Center in 
Raymond, New Hampshire. It will be a big help to the 
residents of Nottingham because we use the Raymond 
Ambulance and also Raymond Fire Department is an 
automatic response to any calls from the Nottingham 
Square to Pawtuckaway Lake area. The fire department 
emergency phone will be the same number 679-5757 for a 
fire or ambulance. We have the cascade system at 
Raymond which we have used a number of times in the 
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past. So I hope you, the people of Nottingham, come to 
our Town Meeting and support your local fire 
department. 


The fire department, at no cost to any resident, will

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, 
Good Business. Forest fire prevention slogans have been 
seen in association with Smokey Bear since the late 
nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire 
prevention and suppression was the responsibility of 
every citizen, a half century before this national 
campaign, when our legislature established our first 
forest fire laws in 19038. Since that date, the State has 
appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is 
responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his 
municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on 
the ground must be approved in writing by the forest fire 
warden before being kindled. All forest fires must be 
suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as 
they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared 
jointly by the town/city and the State of New 
Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire 
training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest 
fire program has given New Hampshire one of the best 
forest fire records in the United States.

NOTTINGHAM RECYCLING CENTER 


The total operating expenses for 1980 were $13,917.60 
of which $7,811.00 came from Revenue Sharing. The 
Town received $1,087.10 from the sale of recycled materi- 
als, leaving a net operating cost of $12,830.50. Total 
operating expenses were higher in 1980 by $218.91 over 
those of last year.

REPORT OF THE 
RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Rural District Health Council continues as a 
Certified Home Health Agency covering nine towns - 
six in Strafford County and three in Rockingham 
County. 


Many long hours of research and organization was 
done by selectmen and concerned citizens of the towns 
from 1966 until the first visit was made on May 5, 1969. 


The priority service is the care of the sick program 
which includes visiting nurses, physical therapist, 
occupational therapist, speech therapist and home 
health aides, providing visits in the patient’s home. The 
agency also has contracts for home health aide with the 
Strafford County Home Health Aide program and 
Portsmouth Area Home Health Aide program. 


A Maternal & Child Health program is offered to all 
children from any of the member towns, and includes 
physicals, immunizations, teaching and counseling for 
ages 0-6 years. It also provides home visits to the 
newborns on request and any follow-up care as 
requested by physicians. 


A Dental program is also provided by the MCH 
Program and the Pre-School Dental Services and is 
held for children 3-6 years, which includes cleaning, 
and flouride treatments twice a year with referrals to 
local dentists for follow-up care when needed. The 
program also works closely with the Women & Infant 
Children Nutrition Program and the Strafford County 
Prenatal & Family Planning Program. 


The agency also holds monthly adult health 
maintenance program which provides blood pressure 
checks, diabetic and anemia screenings, nutrition 
counseling and special diets and weight control. 
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The first and third Wednesdays screenings are held 
at the Town Hall in Farmington for the towns of 
Farmington, Middleton, and New Durham. The second 
Wednesday they are held at the Town Hall in 
Northwood, Nottingham, Deerfield, Barrington and 
Strafford; the fourth Wednesday they are heldin Milton 
at the Milton Health Center. They all start at 1:00 P.M. 
and continue until all patients are seen - the programis 
open to any one in the area. Within the next grant year, 
the agency looks to providing an ongoing program in 
Barrington area. 


The Rural District Health Council cooperates with 
other agencies in the area to provide a continuation of 
good health and social services to its member towns. 


The agency with the cooperation of Frisbie Hospital 
provides a discharge referral coordinator who assists 
the social services department at the hospital and the 
patient’s physicians to continue care as needed from 
the hospital to the patient’s home. The hospital funds 
this program in part with the council. 


The strength of the Council lies with the dedicated 
staff who many times devote themselves above and 
beyond the call of duty reflecting the nurse who cares 
for people. Staff nurses providing service within the 
care of the sick program are Barbara Drew, RN, Myrtle 
Walsh, RN, Elizabeth Coons, RN, Dorothy Demmons, 
RN, and Mary Timmons, RN, also acting as part time 
supervisor. Arlene Thorne, RN, is coordinator of the 
Maternal Child Health program and Paula Davis, RN, 
as clinic nurse and Elderly Screening Coordinator. 
Jean Germer, RN, is the Discharge Coordinator. Joan 
Menez, LPN is part-time where needed and Alice 
Ziegra, RN, part-time. Home Health Aide services are 
provided by Gail LaRosa and Renee’ Wormell. Junellen 
Chase handles the office duties as Administrative 
Assistant.

The Board of Directors has voted to decrease the per 
capita cost by .20¢ with a result of $3.00 per capital for 
the fiscal year 1981. Many factors contributed to the 
decision. This year the agency has experienced in depth 
evaluation of our financial status, having reviewed 
both expenditures and income sources. The Ad Hoc 
Committee was appointed and met frequently through- 
out the year; ‘after careful study the Committee 
recommends that no charge be made to participants of 
the Child Health Program’’. However, the Board voted 
to attempt to pilot study of asking for a $2.00 donation 
at clinic sites, a $1.00 donation will be asked for office 
visits and a donation for the Elderly Screening Clinics, 
all effective January 1, 1981. 


The Board voted to become a United Way Agency; the 
grant was increased for the Maternal & Child Health 
Program through the efforts of the Community Health 
Care Association. The Agency also has an increase in 
the State Council on Aging grant and the Referral 
Coordinator. The total population has increased 751 
residents. With this added income the Finance 
Committee feel the Council can continue to provide the 
many needed services to its member towns. 


Home Health Agencies are delivering relatively 
inexpensive care to rural residents who might 
otherwise have no access to such care. 


During the past year the Council has made for your 
town 89 skilled nursing visits, 0 home health aide visits, 
and 1 therapy visit; there have been 44 child health 
home visits and 71 children have attended the Child 
Health Program.

The S.P.R.C. offices have moved from 90 Washington 
St., Dover, to the County Courthouse, County Farm 
Road, Dover, N.H., 03820; Tel. (603) 742-2523. Com- 
mission Chairman is Edmund Jansen of Rollinsford, 
Thomas Cooney heads the Planning Staff of our 
commission. 


Progress toward meeting the objectives of the overall 
Program Design of the Commission’s fiscal year have 
been good. Some of the significant accomplishments 
that have taken place are: 


1. Meetings with public transportation providers 
and interested local officials leading to initial steps in 
the creation of a transportation brokerage agency. 


2. Completion of the Strafford County Industrial 
Facilities Revitalization Study, a detailed investiga- 
tion of three underutilized mills and their potential for 
reuse. 

3. Successful review and updating of the overall 
Economic Development Program for Strafford County 
and subsequent extension of the county’s designation 
as a Redevelopment Area through June 30, 1981. 


4. Completion of a major portion of the Malley Farm 
Comprehensive Development Plan in an effort toward 
multiple use (industrial, recreational, and agricul- 
tural) of city owned land adjacent to downtown 
Somersworth. 

5. Preparation of the first complete New Hampshire 
compendium of oil spills, including information on 
type, location and damage caused. 

6. Staff involvement in preparing requests for 


fs) 


proposal, interview of responding firms, development 
of contract outline and selection of firm to investigate 
licensing of a town-owned hydro facility in Rollinsford, 
the first detailed staff involvement in the details of 
hydro facihty development. 

7. Revision of the Strafford Commission’s dues 
schedule to reflect a lower dues payment for towns 
supporting planning department. This is an effort to 
generate support from communities which presently 
have staff to respond to technical assistance needs. 

8. Continuing good relations with Strafford County 
Government, the only dues-paying county regional 
planning member in the state. 


Regional Programs: 


A. Land Use Plan - HUD Assisted - Activities 
undertaken include regional base map updating; 
- improved land use data for Reddmont, Hampton 
Falls, and Northwood; Monitoring of major 
developments such as the relocation of Route 101, 
construction of the Spaulding Turnpike extension 
and mall development proposals in Portsmouth and 
Newington. Concurrently air pollution regulations 
are being monitored to determine their potential 
effect on the area’s growth. 


B. Transit Planning - Prepared computer print-outs 
reflecting the number and location of transporta- 
tion disadvantaged persons in the region; review of 
the Elderly and Handicapped Transportation 
Program, with comments received and incorpor- 
ated; and formal meeting arrangements made with 
transportation providers and interested parties in 
the region toward the goal of establishing a 
brokerage agency. 


C. Water Resource Management - Provided informa- 


tion to the Foster’s Daily Democrat for a special 36 
page supplement re: The Cocheco River; met with 
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representatives of the N.H. Office of State Planning 
and coordination of a tour of the Cocheco River for 
the purpose of initiating a possible State-funded 
Recreational River Study; and contract negotia- 
tions between the University of New Hampshire 
Center for Industrial and Institutional Develop- 
ment, and the Department of Energy re: the Salmon 
Falls River Basin Hydropower Study. 


. Economic Development Planning - received appro- 
val from the Economic Development Administra- 
tion that extended Strafford County’s designation 
as a redevelopment area to June 30, 1981. This has 
resulted in the filing of town applications for E.D.A. 
Section 304 funds—Somersworth Downtown Re- 
vitalization Plan and Rochester CBD (central 
business district) Revitalization Study. 


As for local technical assistance the commission’s

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MINUTES OF THE 
ANNUAL NOTTINGHAM 
SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
MARCH 7, 1980 


The Annual Nottingham School District Meeting 
was opened at 8:01 by Moderator, John A. Perkins with 
a reading of the Warrant Articles. Present for the 
meeting were: Board Chairman, David Colby; Board 
Member, Joanne McGuirk; Superintendent, Barry 
Clough; Principal, Carl Batchelder; Attorney, Jay 
Boynton; Clerk, Linda Colby; Board Secretary, 
Barbara Fernald; Building Committee Members: 
Joseph Leddy, Chairman; Philip Fernald, Forbes 
Bryce, Paul Auger and over 200 townspeople. 


Article #1. To see if the district will raise and 
appropriate the sum of five hundred ninety-three 
thousand five hundred twenty-eight dollars ($593,528) 
for the construction of an addition to the Nottingham 
Elementary School composed of six classrooms and a 
multi-purpose room and whether the district will vote to 
authorize the issue of serial notes or bonds upon the 
credit of the district for all or any portion of the sum so 
raised and appropriated; and to authorize the School 
Board to determine the terms and conditions upon 
which the bonds or notes shall be issued, including 
their sale, the time and place of payment of the 
principal and in accordance with the Municipal 
Finance Act, RSA 33 and any amendments relating 
thereto. 


It was moved by David Colby, seconded by Donald 
Perkins to accept Article #1 as read. 


Mr. Joseph Leddy, Chairman of the Building 
Committee introduced representatives of Banwell, 
White and Arnold, Inc., Architects who were present to 
answer any questions concerning the construction of 
the proposed building. Mr. Leddy then asked members 
of the building committee to discuss various areas 
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concerning the committee’s year of research regarding 
the proposed construction. Mr. Leddy gave a brief 
summary of the student population, administrative 
needs, multi-purpose room, fuel concern and the cost 
factor. 


Principal, Carl Batchelder spoke concerning how 
new construction can eliviate some poor existing 
conditions in the school. 


A question concerning financing was answered by 
David Colby who stated that the Bond would be for a 
ten year period at an interest rate of 712%. 


Building Committee Member, Forbes Bryce spoke 
about school population statistics pointing out that 
there is an approximate increase of 7% per year growth 
and that the proposed construction would adequately 
serve the needs of the community through the 1985-86 
school year. 


After further discussion concerning the proposed 
solar energy factor, assessment figures and actual 
construction, a motion was made by Mary Louise 
Fernald to move the question. A paper ballot vote using 
the checklist was taken with the following results: 153 
yes, 32 no for a total of 185 ballots cast. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article #2. To see if the district will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of eighty-four hundred dollars 
($8,400) for professional services rendered by Banwell, 
White and Arnold, Inc., Architects, in conjunction with 
the Nottingham Elementary School addition referred 
to in Article #1 above. 


It was moved by Forbes Bryce and seconded by 
Donald Perkins that Article #2 be laid on the table as 
the $8,400 figure was contained in Article #1.

Article #12. To see if the district wishes to adopt the 
practice of reimbursing transportation costs for all 
children in high school attendance up to the same rate 
of expense incurred by the district for transporting 
pupils to Dover High School. 


It was moved by Derek Terreson and seconded to 
accept article #12 asread. After much discussion, it was 
moved by Earle Rourke and seconded by Carol 
Workman to amend article #12 to read “To see if the 
district wishes to adopt the practice of reimbursing 
transportation costs for all children in high school 
attendance up to the same total dollar amount per pupil 
incurred by the district for transporting pupils to Dover 
High School.” 


A vote was called on the amendment. Voted in the 
affirmative to amend article #12. 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 


Mort Cherim to further amend article #12 to exclude 
those students not attending Dover High School. 
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Motion by Donald Perkins and Mort Cherim were 
withdrawn.

Voted in the ASNT ATE: to accept article #12 as 
amended. 


Article #13. To see what sum of money the district 
will raise and appropriate for the support of the schools, 
for the salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
district. 


It was moved by David Colby and seconded by Derek 
Terreson to raise and appropriate the sum of $821,721 
under article #13. 


The budget under article #13 was presented by 
Budget Committee Chairman, Earle Rourke. It was 
pointed out by Chairman, David Colby that the sum of 
$821,721 included an increase of $7,462 under line item 
1100 - Tuition (Regular Programs). Under line item #5130 
section 2500 - Transportation - It was moved by Jed 
Williamson seconded by John Terninko to amend the 
original motion to increase line item #5130 from $18,000 
- $24,000. Voted in the affirmative. The total budget 
under Article #13 now increased from $821,721 to 
$827,721. each line item discussed item by item.

ORGANIZATION: 


Members of the originally appointed study com- 
mittee were renominated and re-elected from the floor at 
the Nottingham School District Meeting of March 10, 
1981. 


Members met March 27, 1980 to organize as follows:

(also duly elected member of Nottingham School 
Board)

Committee consensus to work at all times in close 
coordination with School Boardinasmuch as that body 
has the actual contracting authority. 


DETAILS OF WORK: 


Rough minutes of meetings between the Committees 
and Contractors are available for inspection in the 
office of the School Board. Meetings convened 
regularly from March 27, 1980 at one or two week 
intervals, formal and informal, to actively monitor and 
correct progress. 
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The firm of Banwell, White & Arnold, Inc., previously 
selected architects, proceeded to obtain needed 
approval of all plans to invite bids from qualified 
contractors, and otherwise to get project underway. 


School Board and Town had considerable difficulty 
obtaining a loan in the authorized amount and at 


reasonable interest. Details are in files, dates March 27- 
May 5, 1980. 


On May 27, 1980, bids opened, contract placed with 
R.C. Foss, Inc., in the amount of $425,600.00, low bid. 


A separate contract to provide expanded sewer 
facilities to be placed by School Board in the amount of 
$15,000, more or less. 


Work initiated gradually from June 13, date of school 
closing. Building Committee completed active super- 
vision August 26, 1980, but met at call of chairman to 
resolve small problems, authorize additional unforsee- 
able expenditures. Three classrooms were actually 
ready for occupancy upon school opening. 


As of February, 1981, the addition is completed with 
the exception of a few construction modifications 
within the Multi-Purpose Room and the seeding of the 
playing field. It is now possible to say that the total 
project cost will be below the original bond issue. 


One year ago the committee was shaken by the death 
of Andrea Bevins, a most dynamic and forceful 
member. Accordingly the Multi-Purpose Room, a 
facility of special concern to Andy for which she argued 
energetically and effectively, was dedicated on Novem- 
ber 17, 1980 to her memory. Subsequently David Wilson 
joined the committee at the request of Chairman, Joe 
Leddy.

In addition the District is supporting the following pupils: five 
at Great Bay School at $2996 each; three at Dover High School 
at $2100 each; one at Bancroft North at $19,308 and six at 
Strafford Learning Center’s TIP. These students are hand- 
icapped and require special programs not available in 
Nottingham. 


In August, 1980, I requested the State Department of 
Education to conduct an evaluation of all Elementary 
Schools in School Administrative Unit #44 in order to 
determine our present state of compliance with the State 
Department of Education’s document entitled, Appro- 
ved New Hampshire Elementary schools, K-8. The 
purpose of this request was to utilize State Department 
services to obtain information which we could use as a 
point of reference at the local level in determining 
educational goals for the system. The State Department 
among other recommendations suggested a thorough 
examination even of present library services with partic- 
ular attention being given to space and staff. Such other 
recommendations include reviewing the pupil/teacher 
ratio on grade 1 and funding of part time positions for a 
guidance counselor and physical education teacher. The 
evaluation report placed the Nottingham Elementary 
School in category III which means that the school has 
complied with 80% of the State Minimum Standards for 
Elementary Schools. 


Special Education continues to emerge as a parti- 
cularly significant challenge to local school districts 
across the Nation as a result of federal Law PL 94-142 
and Nottingham is no exception to this trend. During the 
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course of the past several years, the School District has 
attempted to meet its’ obligations in this particular area. 
The high degree of support that these programs have 
received from the School District, the School Board, 
administration and teaching staff is extremely evident 
and has resulted in the development of appropriate 
programming for the children. Specifically, as taxpayers 
and citizens you should be aware of the high degree of 
professional competence and dedication possessed by 
your Special Education teachers. The development of 
such support programs as those for children with special 
needs can only occur in a system where there is a high 
degree of professional sensitivity, awareness and 
cooperation among the administration, specialists and 
classroom faculty. Mr. Batchelder and the entire staff 
are to be commended for their cooperation and mutual 
support. The refinement of the entire curriculum which is 
presently occurring in Nottingham can be directly 
attributed to the smoothly functioning relationship 
which exists between the administration and profes- 
sional staff. 


As I have indicated in previous reports the major areas 
of concentration which in my opinion, the school system 
must address for the coming year are as follows: 1) the 
continued refinement of the general curriculum espe 
cially in view of the new building addition, 2) the 
continued development of a program for the gifted child 
and 3) planning cooperative approaches with adjacent 
school districts so that cost efficiencies can be effected in 
the area of Special Education programs. 


The School Administrative Unit staff continues to 
assist the principal and teachers in the areas of 
supervision, curriculum development, implementation 
of the New Hampshire Accountability plan, obtaining 
Federal energy funds and refining the new accounting 
procedures mandated by the new State accounting 
system referred to as Financial Accounting Classifi- 
cation Handbook II Revised. 
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In closing, on behalf of the School Administrative Unit 
#44 Central Office staff, I wish to express our continued 
appreciation to the members of the School Board, 
principal, teachers and citizens for the cooperation 
exhibited and progress achieved this past year. We look 
forward to a long and productive relationship in which 
our mutual goals will continue to be the best possible 
education for our young people.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The 1980-81 school year has brought significant changes 
for the students and statf of the Nottingham Elementary 
School. In addition to moving into our new facilities, we 
have expanded our instructional staff, and restructured 
the educational organization in grades 6-8. 


The school officially opened its doors on September 9, 
1980 rather than September 3rd, as construction made it 
necessary for a delay of opening. The modular 
classrooms were no longer with us and a few new 
classrooms were readied for instruction even though 
they were not yet outfitted with equipment. 


Over the months that followed, classes were finally 
split that had previously been doubled up during 
construction. The first grade was moved from its two 
year home at the Town Hall up to the Dame School, and 
we all began to see the building project wind down. This 
allowed us to provide the towns people with our first open 
house of the school year on November 17th. Throughout 
the months of December, January, and February, 
classroom equipment such as chalkboards, clocks, 
bulletin boards and coat racks were put into place. As of 
the date of the printing of this report, the multi- 
purpose room was in the final stages of completion, and 
plans were well under way for further developing the 
playground by adding badly needed equipment. 


The school population has continued to grow over the 
course of this past year. Due to this growth, we have 
added a teacher to the upper grades, increased the special 
education teacher to a full time position, and have also 
felt the need to provide the children with Mrs. Fernald’s 
services as school nurse on a full time basis. Our 
teaching staff currently numbers sixteen full time 
teachers with part time positions for the teaching of 
speech, art, and music. New staff members for the 1980- 
81 school year are as follows: 


Secretary - Mrs. Linda Colby 
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Custodian - Mr. Gregory Hanscom 

Teacher for grade one - Miss Joan Hart 

Teacher for grade five - Miss Sherry Russell 

Teacher for grade six - Miss Elizabeth Lynch 

Teacher for grades seven and eight - Mr. Thomas Hirsch 
Teacher for special education - Miss Linda Lavoie 
Teacher for art education - Tobey Harmon 


The design of the new addition has allowed for some 
restructuring of the educational organization of our 
school. Children from grades 1-5 who are taught in self 
contained classrooms, are housed in the older portion of 
the building while children in grades 6-8 are housed in 
the new portion. 


We have distributed teaching responsibilities this year 
in a manner which has allowed the two sixth grade 
classes to be taught in a_ semi-departmentalized 
structure. Our objective was to provide the pre- 
adolescent student with a year of adjustment, seeing two 
teachers daily, prior to entering the junior high school 
grades of adolescence where four teachers are seen daily. 
This arrangement has proven to be most effective and it 
is our hope that it will continue in the future. 


We are living in a time where rapid changes are 
occurring in our society. Such conditions require us to 
maintain open lines of communication with our children. 
One step to take in attempting to accomplish this task is 
for us as parents to share the responsibility with the 
school in the education of our children. 


During the coming year, I would like to encourage you 
to take a more active role in this endeavor as it will surely 
be a most worthwhile and rewarding experience for both 
you and your child.

The 1980-1981 academic year commenced in Sept- 
ember amid construction equipment, an unfinished 
building, and a multitude of loose ends still to be 
completed. We are pleased to report that this situation 
was dealt with most efficiently by our Principal, Carl 
Batchelder, and the professional staff under his 
direction. 


The construction of the new wing of the school is now 
complete, and we would like to express our gratitude to 
the members of the Building Committee for their efforts 
and dedication. The six new classrooms are now fully 
occupied by two sixth grades, two seventh grades and 
two eighth grades. The Multi-Purpose Room is truly 
living up to its name. In addition to being used for Music 
and Art classes, the room is also used for a newly-formed 
dance club, physical education classes, and assemblies. 


There have been several new additions to our teaching 
staff: Mrs. Joan Hart, full-time teacher in grade 1; Miss 
Sherry Russell, full-time teacher in Grade 5; Mr. Kendall 
Mattson, full-time teacher in Grade 6; Mr. Thomas 
Hirsch, full-time teacher in Grades 7 & 8; Mrs. Tobey 
Harmon, part-time Art teacher, Grades 1 through 8; and 
Miss Linda Lavoie, full-time Special Education teacher 
working with Grades 1 through 8. We wish to thank our 
fine staff for their continued dedication. Both their 
professionalism and sensitivity to the needs of our school 
children and community are greatly appreciated. 


The Board continues to welcome the attendance of 
parents and interested members of the community at our 
regular meetings. It is only with your support and 
cooperation that we can continue to provide the quality 
education we want and have come to expect for our 


children. 
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In conclusion, we will continue to dedicate ourselves to 
achieving the best possible educational opportunities for 
our children.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

The year 1979-80 was completed with cooperation of 
many people. Due to the increase in enrollment and the 
lack of space, the annual Medical evaluations were done 
where space was available. Parents were notified of an 
existing condition. 


Pre-school Vision and Hearing Screenings, Pre- 
school Dental clinic and Pre-school Immunization 
clinics were made available through the State division of 
Public Health. These were sponsored by the Saddleback 
Lions Club for Hearing and Vision; The Dental and 
Immunization programs are sponsored by the Rural 
District Health Council. 


The school dental program benefitted grades 1 
through 5. This program was under the New Hampshire 
Bureau of Dental Health. Each child was screened by the 
State Dental Hygienist, taught how to brush and floss, 
and instructed in the Flouride rinse procedure. The 5 
grades did the program over a period of 6 weeks. At the 
close of the program the hygienist returned to check each 
student. 


The School Health Education Policies were reviewed, 
and brought up to date. These policies are determined 
jointly by the Board, and by recommendation of the 
School Administrator and the School Nurse Teacher. 


The medical checklist of existing health problems of 
individual students; their symptoms and emergency care 
were made known to the faculty. 


Educational Health programs were taught in all 
grades. Audio and Visual programs presented. The 
required instruction on Alcohol and Drug Abuse, 
venereal disease presented and openly discussed in 
grades 7 and 8. Anatomy was a shared class instruction, 
the Science teacher and nurse, moderating the 8th grade. 
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The American Cancer program for all grades covered 
the benefit derived from good health habits, the body 
systems and their functions, health aspects of diet and 
exercise, and presented the health hazards from cig- 
arette smoking. 


Dr. Kenneth Koskinen served the school with informal 
talks to the upper grades on drugs, alcohol and smoking. 
He brought the ambulance from Peace Air Force Base 
and an instructor to explain the equipment and use. For 
the Measles clinic held in May Dr. Koskinen was in 
attendance. 


As school nurse I served on the Special Education 
Committee, attended the Governor’s Conference on 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse, as well as workshops covering 
diabetis, scoliosis, auditory testing and eye problems of 
the school age child. 


I wish to thank the Superintendent, the School Board, 
the Principal and the Staff for their cooperation.
